pacific means all disputes which 
nay arise between tiem. 
Great Work’ Begins 
Now that Great [Britain and 


France and al) the other states have 
shown their will to arbitrate all dis- 
putes, the real work of the assem- 
bly begins, for projects of arbitra- 
tion and security must be drawn up 
which will receive the approbation 
of the great world powers. Premiers 
MacDonald and Herriot left Geneva, 
apparently without any agreement 
on the vital question of how much 
military help Great Britain will ac- 
cord France in case arbitration de- 
cisions are not obeyed, and the 
genera! opinion in Geneva is that 
the fate of the new movement to 
insure permanent peace depends on 
the answer to the question: “How 
much security will Great Britain 
give, and how little military aid 
will France be contented with?” 


The attitude of the delegates at | 


today's session demonstrated clear- 
ly that, although all the cvuntries 
are ready to accept obligatory: ar- 
bitration, this form of settling con- 
flicts must have as a security guar- 
antees based on the employment of 
force. 

The resolution was adopted last 
night after eloquent speeches by the 
British and French premiers. Mr. 
MacDonald said: 

“If. this assembly could only be 
recorded in the pages of history as 
an assembly which, for the time, 
did not merely give lip service to 
peace, but brain service, it would be 
distinguished above all gatherings of 
mankind that have met hitherto.”

VITAL TO NATAL 


British Colonial Secretary 
Urges Tolerance In Deal- 
ing With Asiatics 


PIPTERMARITZBURG, South 
Africa, Sept. 7.— (Canadian Press 
Cable, via Reuter's).—In a speech 
delivered at a civic reception tender- 
ed to the Empire Parliamentary qe!- 
egation after their tour of Zululand, 
J. H. Thomas, British Colonial Sec- 
retary, said the delegation had boen 
greatly impressed by the future pos- 
sibilities and potentialities of Natal. 
‘He urged Natal rot to make the In- 
dian question a political one. It 
should be solved outside of pa-ty 
politics. The leaders of all parties 
ought, he said, to be brought togeth- 
er to consider the matetr. He would 
suggest leaders not only represent- 
ing South Africe but representatives 
from India and the Imperial Gov~- 
ernment. “I plead for tolerance in 
this great difficulty,” he gaid, “It in 
so important !t should be looked up- 
on as something that the whole 
citizenship should ultimately deter 
mine. We are going back conmvines 
that you are determined to do the 


right thing.” 


A resolution was moved in the 
Union house of assembly on August 
19 last advocating the segregation of 
Asiatics in the urban areas ‘of Naral 
and the Transvaal and the pessing 
of legislation to enforce @ cessation 
of the ‘seuance of tradi=g licenses 
to Asiatics.

A Japanese news agency reported

Only the most meagure reports 
were received of the fighting west 
and southwest of Taihk Lake, where 
jthe Kiangsu,troops were said to be 
driving for the Sung Kiang Hang 
Show railway.
